myself to perform the duties of the President of the University of Toronto as pro- 
scribed by the statutes of the University; and I promise to defend tho rights and t;> 
promote tho welfare of tho University and the members thereof." Dean Beattie of i/lio 
Paculty of Arts, \vho gave the address of wolcomo, told Dr. Qnith he hopod he Viould 
not sot out to be tho perfect president and never make a mistake. His mistakes would 
be a light to his path. 

President Smith in his installation address, stated that the University of Toronto 
has its roots in Canada and should try to express tho highest aspirations of Canad- 
ians and of Canada. ''The role of the University of Toronto will increase and be en- 
hanced", he said, "as tho other universities increase and grov/ A degree from 

this university should bo a hall mark on any man or woman. .Are not the Arts 
faculties in some instances concerned with profeasional or q.uasi-profassioaal ob- 
jectives to the detriment of their major mission of developing students who will be 
defenders of human freedom, examples of human dignity, and apostles of human valu>;.3?"

EXCERPTS FRCM ARTICLE IN THE PETERBOROUGH EXAI’.HNER ON LAKEFIELD'S CCMviUNITY SY/IMliNG 
AREA, PROMOTED BY Iv^. M.Gk GRIFFITHS OF THE S.P.H.E. ' STAFF : (Editor's note: This in' 

December, seems a little inappropriate, but as it may give someone ah idea, we publish 
it herevath.) 

A community svfimming area, one of the fevir of its kind in the province designed par- 
ticularly, to promote sv\tiniiiing and water safety among both youngsters and adults, has 
hoceme an outstanding feature of the village of Lake field since it opened hero in 
July. Built by residents of the village as part of a Lake field’ Community Program, 
the new swi mm ing area is located on the east shore of the Otonatbee' river. Just south 
of the Lakefield dock area. Three separate sections have been laid put for swimralng 
and water safety instruction; one for beginners, one for intermediates, and one for 
senior svfimmers. 

The key tc the success of the swimmihg area has been the c’o—operatloo of .the people 
of Lakefield, and the first person to tell you this will be M.G. Griffiths, M.P.E. ,ri.A,. 
president of the Ontario Branch R.L.S.S., and an ass'istant Professor of Physical Edu- 
cation at the University of Toronto;* Mr, Griffiths, main sparkplug in tho idea and a 
constant supporter ever since, first conceived the plan of establishing a community . 
^/iinming area in the village, and approached tho proper authorities, Tho plan mot 
th the Instant approval of Reeve Gordon Seri ver and members of the village council. 

The a,/imming area was opened -to the public one v/eek after construction had begun. Novt, 
regular classes in swimming and water safety are being held, for persona of all ages, 
un or the direction' of Arthur H, Campbell of the University of Toronto Life-guard 
orps, instructor for the Royal Life Saving Society and tte Canadian Red Cross. A 
sum er of Lakofield. girls volunteered for posts ’of guard' duty, and as a result, tho 
^3 v/hat it-beliovcd to bo the first all— girls' Lifeguard Corps of tho Royal 
-ifc Saving Society in Canada, The only other girls’ corps is said by officials to oc 
*n Australia, To-day, it's "Locirn to &.iim V/cok" every week of the summer for resi- 
onta of tho Lakefield district. The swimming area is crowded daily v/ith enthusiastic 
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youngsters taking their first steps in sTdinming; older boys and girls are learning 
bettor strokes and methods of insuring safety at all times in the water. The pro*» 
Ject has been termed one of the best things to locate in Lakofield in a number of 
years. If anyone is particularly pleased to see the new swimming facilities in full 
swing, it must .be .Mr, .Griffiths, iong’intcrestbd in' physi-cal education' and safety in 
the ^/ater, He says the now dey.elopmonf is Stopping right in Tine with .the physical 
fitness program throughout Outurio, Ho ’■stiressos that- youngsters are not being -taught 
v/hat is knov/n as "li^o-sa-y-ing" but instead something quite different, "-rt-ater-safoty",
